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Our Thunderbird 


The Ross Sheppard Composite High School emblem, the Thunderbird, with its twelve foot wing span shields and 
protects its people from harm. This totem was made from a forty-two foot cedar log weighing 7,500 pounds and 
came from Port Simpson, B.C. 

The figures on the totem are symbolic and originate from the T’shimpshian tribe near Port Simpson, B.C. Mr. C. 
Dudward - Chief Weeshakes - was the last hereditary chief of his tribe. The Chief carved our totem in the small 
gym, taking over six weeks. Some of the hand tools he used were over 140 years old. 

The wooden Thunderbird which now hangs in the principal’s office was carved by a Ross Sheppard student 
(unknown). It is signed by 4 members of the class of ’64: Richard Nix, lan MacKenzie, Bruce Manning, and Brian 
Frost. The Thunderbird on the gym floor was painted by Becky Wong in 1970, while that on the stage doors was a 
gift from the grads of 1980.

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We were the first school in Alberta to have 2 gyms. 

In an innovative approach, Parks and Rec. located and maintained a football field with 440 track and stands, an 
ice arena, and later a pool and tennis court adjacent to our school and available for our use. 

Ross Shep is one of only a handful of schools in Alberta whose gyms were built around optimum court sizes, rather 
than allowing the building size to determine court size. 

We were the first high school to have 12 ft. hallways instead of the standard 9 ft. width. 

Initially, Ross Shep had only 4 wings, but the west wing was added shortly after the school opened, and the north 
wing not until ’63-’64, with the east portion of it added in ’67-’68. 

The carvings on the library walls were a gift to the school from the architects. 

Student enrolment was lowest in ’57 at 887 and highest in ’68 at 2151.

by Mr. Henderson ------------------------- 
on the school, the students, and his role as Principal ... 


-- “The School Board held an Awards night for 
graduating high school students who received 
Honors standing. In those days, they did not an- 
nounce the school that each student attended, 
because a disproportionate number came from Ross 
Sheppard. 


-- Relatively few of our students had spare periods, --- 
with the seven period day and with very few students 
requiring more than the normal 3 years to graduate, 
it was unusual for a student to have a spare. If a 
student did have a spare, he or she was required to 
spend the time in the supervised study room or in 
the library on a special pass. 


-- Each student entering grade 10 was placed in a 
homeroom dependent upon the average of his grades 
in the grade 9 departmentals. 

-- Student programs were designed so that most grade 
10 students would do homestudy of 1 1/2-2 hr, grade 
11 students 2-2 1/2 hr, and grade 12 students 2 1/2-3 
hr. 

-- At that time---grade 12 matriculation exam results 
were the only mark that counted for the final grade 
in each subject. 

-- Ross Sheppard High School was selected jointly by 
the Department of Education and the University of 
Alberta to try out accreditation--two years before it 
was granted to any other school in Alberta. 


-- A member of Students Council Executive found out 
that I was lending money of my own to needy 
students for books, fees, etc., so at the next meeting, 
Council set up a Principal’s Discretionary Fund, 
with no accountability, to protect the confidentiality 
of the loans. (Incidentally, most loans were repaid.) 


-- One of the most frightening experiences for those of 
us who do not like snakes, occurred when a boa 
constrictor got loose in the Biology lab and crawled 
into the ceiling. It was not found for some time. 


-- We did not believe in corporal punishment, there 
never was a strap in the school. 


Some principals get ‘‘nuisance calls’’ in the night. Perhaps the most unusual one I ever 
received was after 1 AM, when a young man, who claimed to be from J.P. said he had 
chopped down our totem pole. I calmly thanked him for letting me know. Then he got 
disturbed and asked if I wasn’t going over to check? ‘‘No way,’’ I replied, ‘If you did it, 
totem poles are sacred, and there would be a curse on you, your children, and your 
children’s children.”’ He hung up. (1 could have been right you know.) 


We were the first school in Alberta to use the Grade Coordinator concept; each ad- 
ministrator other than the principal was assigned one regular teaching period each day. 
Marion Staples was Dean of Girls from 1958 to 1973. 


Ross Shep soon established a reputation for demanding reasonably strict conduct and 
standards of dress. The dress code included regulations which decreed that girls could not 
wear slacks of any kind and boys could not wear jeans. Such nicknames as the Iron Duke of ose 
probably arose from these regulations. Miss M A. Staples 
In writing this report, we have tried to be perfectly frank, without any false modesty. We, 

like our associates, are still intensely proud of Ross Sheppard High School, so it is difficult 

to be entirely objective. This report has tried to show what it was like to operate the school in 

those days, and in no way should be construed to be critical of the school today. The school 

must change with the times.”’

On the occasion of Canada’s Centennial, the 
Student Council chose to have the EPSB grant 
spent on a totem pole. The log was hauled in 
from Prince Rupert, and a totem pole carver 
was brought in from Port Simpson, B.C. 

He carved and painted the pole in the small 
gym, while school was in session. The totem 
pole was erected in a suitable ceremony outside 
the split stone, curved wall in front of the 
library. 
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When the new (Maple Leaf) flag was created, 
Ross Sheppard was selected to receive it from 
Gov. Gen. Vanier, on behalf of the Ed- 
monton Public School Board. 

The Muk Luk Mardi Gras was a big item in 
the ’60’s and one of the highlights was the Ice 
Sculpture competition. 

The first Western Day was in 1962 and it was 
the only day of the school year when students 
were allowed to wear jeans. The principal 
(Mr. Henderson) was the Sheriff, with a 
suitable badge. Hallways and classrooms 
became part of the wild west, and at noon 
hour, chuckwagon races and square dancing 
took place in the gym. 

Up until 1970, one of the routines carried out 
at Ross Shep was such a ‘“‘taken for granted”’ 
part of our lives, that it became remarkable 
as the epitome of organization. In the words 
of Mr. Henderson, ‘‘Xmas, Easter, and June 
exams were written in the gyms, and _ this 
necessitated a chair lift, wherein the male 
students stripped each classroom of its desks 
and carried them to the gym ... there were 
rarely any absentees or skips that day.”’
